20 days before the general primary the county clerk of each
county, and not nore than 30 nor | ess than 10 days before the
consolidated primary the election authority, shall prepare in
the manner provided in this Act, a notice of such primry
which notice shall state the tinme and place of holding the
primary, the hours during which the polls will be open, the
offices for which candidates wll be nomnated at such
primary and the political parties entitled to participate
therein, notwithstanding that no candidate of any such
political party may be entitled to have his nanme printed on
the primary ballot. Such notice shall also include the |1ist
of addresses of precinct polling places for the consolidated
primary unless such list is separately published by the
el ection authority not less than 10 days before the
consolidated primary.

A voter applying to vote in the precinct on
el ection day whose nane appears on the list as having been
i ssued an absentee or early ballot shall not be permtted to
vote in the precinct unless that voter submts to the judges
of election, for cancellation or revocation, his absentee or
early ballot.

One of
the judges shall give the voter one, and only one of each
ballot to be voted at the election, on the back of which
ball ots such judge shall indorse his initials in such manner
that they may be seen when each such ballot 1is properly
folded, and the voter's nanme shall be imedi ately checked on
the register list.

court fromwhich secured, and he shall be asked to state his
resi dence when |l ast previously registered and the date of the
el ection for which he then registered. The judges of
el ections shall check each application for ballot against the
list of voters registered in that precinct to whom absentee
and early ballots have been issued for that election, which
shal | be provided by the election authority and which Iist
shall be available for inspection by pollwatchers.

the person shall procure a witness personally known to the
judges of election, and resident in the precinct (or
district), or who shall be proved by sone |egal voter of such
precinct or district, known to the judges to be such, who
shall take the oath follow ng, viz:

The oath in each case may be adm ni stered by one of the
judges of election, or by any officer, resident in the
precinct or district, authorized by |law to adm nister oaths.
Al so supported by an affidavit by a registered voter residing
in such precinct, stating his own residence, and that he
knows such person; and that he does reside at the place
mentioned and has resided in such precinct and state for the
length of tinme as stated by such person, which shall be
subscribed and sworn to in the sanme way. \Wereupon the vote
of such person shall be received, and entered as other votes.

The
statenent of the judge to the voter shall clearly express the
fact that the voter is not required to vote such remaining
ballots but that whether or not he votes them he nust fold
and deliver themto the judge. In making such statenent the
judge of election shall not indicate by word, gesture or
intonation of voice that the wunreturned ballots shall be
voted in any particular manner. No new voter shall be
permtted to enter the voting booth of a voter who has failed
to deliver the total nunber of ballots received by him unti
such voter has returned to the voting booth pursuant to the
judge's request and again quit the booth wth all of the
ballots required to be returned by him Upon receipt of al
such ballots the judges of election shall enter the nane of
the voter, and his nunber, as above provided in this section,
and the judge to whom the ballots are delivered shal
i mredi ately put the ballots into the ballot box. If any voter
who has failed to deliver all the ballots received by him
refuses to return to the voting booth after being advised by
the judge of election as herein provided, the judge shal
inform the other judges of such refusal, and thereupon the
ball ot or ballots returned to the judge shall be deposited in
t he ball ot box, the voter shall be permtted to depart from
the polling place, and a new voter shall be permtted to
enter the voting booth.
